REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS 


We beg to submit the following report: 


We have on hand Jan. 1, 1913: Three hose carriages, 
1000 feet of hose in good condition, one 45 gallon chem- 
ical engine, 12 six-gallon Babcock extinguishers, and 
six three-gallon chemicals, 18 firemen’s coats, three 
Eastmans nozzles and extra tips, three hydrant gates, 
one ladder truck and ladders and the Excelsior engine 
in good condition. 


THE FIRE LOSS 


The firesloss for the past year has not been very heavy. 
The department responded to three general alarms, not 
counting a great many still alarms and chimney fires. 
Principal fires: Feb. 16, 1912, Wallace house, loss on 
house $871.50, on furniture $60.40. ‘The Annis Barber 
shop Jan. 2, 1913, owned by M. P. Stanton, est. dam- 
age $150.00. Residence of C. P. Edwards, Feb. 9, loss 
$100.00. 

During the past year a fine cement floor was put into 
the central station replacing the old wooden one which 
was in an unsafe condition. The alarm system at Whit- 
ing’s mill has done fine service the past year. Under 
the stewardship of Daniel Mahoney the central station 
and all its equipment is in first class condition and we 
invite the general public to visit the station at such times 
as the firemen are there. 


THE NEEDS OF THF DEPARTMENT 


To properly protect the out of the village property 
owners it has been suggested that the town purchase 
some sort of a motor propelled vehicle and mount the 45 
gallon chemical engine on same. 

A telephone should also be installed in the central 
station for the use of the department in answering fire 
calls. At night a telephone would be a great benefit. 

We have been requested to name the places where the 
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large chemicals are kept from year to year: 

A. lL. Curtis farm, W. A. Burton, Chas: Eh. Waeie 
Henry Blanchard, O. H. Frye, Frank Gray, George M. 
Batchelder, Frye Bros., Geo. Chandler, Geo. Badger and 
two at Central station. 

The small chemicals are stationed at Fitzgerald Under- 
taking rooms, Hersom candy store, the post office, the 
Everett house, Quigly stable and one at the station. 

We wish to thank everyone who has helped in the 
past year to make this department what it is at the pres- 
ent time.

It will be seen by the foregoing statement that $156.64 was 
expended for 950 ft. of new road in Laurel Hill Cemetery and 
$99 67 for 510 ft. of new road in Mt. Calvary Cemetery, which 
makes quite an improvement in the yards, also $180.00 for that 
part of the cemetery known as the Mary Spaulding Land and 
the deed has been received for same and turned over by the 
Committee into the hands of the Selectmen. 

The grounds of the various cemeteries have been well kept, 
ard are in an improved condition. There are no outstanding 
bills contracted by the committee. All of the income from the 
special deposits for individual lots has been expended as seemed 
necessary, and all of these lots are in good condition. 

The Committee have been able to keep their expenditures 
within the amount appropriated, leaving a slight balance on 
hand, and suggest that the usual sum of $300.00 for the general 
care of the cemeteries be raised, and in addition that a sum of 
$100.00 be raised and appropriated for permanent roads and for 
general improvements in Mt. Calvary cemetery, said sum to be 
expended under the supervision of the cemetery committee, also 
an additional sum of $150.00 for removing stumps at the farther 
end of Laurel Hill cemetery. This is absolutely necessary as

The trustees submit the following report: The old-time 
articles presented to the library by Mrs. Edward Abbott have 
been placed in position in the Abbot room and make a very fine 
exhibit illustrating most forcibly between the handicap of the 
fathers and the conveniences of the present and we invite all 
to see them which can be done by speaking to the janitor. 

One hundred and six volumes nicely bound of the Atlantic 
Monthlies have been presented by Mrs. John F. Kimball for 
which we extend our thanks. The following is a copy of a 
clause in the will of the late Mrs. Clara E. Lewis, widow of 
the late Mr. O. J. Lewis: 

* * 14th, I give and bequeath to the Wilton, New Hamp- 
shire, Public Library all my books and pictures including two 
small porcelain pictures; also portrait of O. J. Lewis, now in 
front hali, but excluding all other portraits on the lower floor 
of my Wilton residence. Also, an oak chest, the chair called 
the “Robert Bruce” chair and the old oak chair with tall back 
known as “Mrs. Bruce’s chair.” The round carved library table 
called “gate lezged” table; two large Japanese vases and all 
bronzes not otherwise specifically disposed of iby this will; also 
five plates with dark blue rims with flowers in the centre; seven 
plates of coldport china; one glass decanter on glass tray with 
five tall wine glasses with twist in stem; two antique toddy 
spoons with pieces on end of bowl; one antique spoon and fork 
combined; also tall chime clock in the living room at Wilton; 
one sideboard, one sinali table and one chest of drawers in the 
drawing room at Wilton. I direct that the above directed ar- 
ticles be delivered to the trustees of said library and by them

arranged in the library building, according to their judgment. 
I also direct that my executors shall furnish the library with 
sufficient funds uot to exceed one hundred dollars with which 
to provide a cabinet for the china and glass ware by this clause 
given to the library. This bequest is made in memory of my late 
husband and I desire that it be known as the Owen J. Lewis 
collection. I also give to said public library of Wilton, New 
Hampshire, the sum of two thousand dollars and direct that 
the trustees or other proper officers of this library shall invest 
the same in sound securities and apply the income therefrom 
to the purchase of books for the library. 

All of the above articles are now in the library building in 
charge of the trustees excepting the monies which have not yet 
been paid over. The collection has not yet been arranged but 
will be undoubtedly during the coming summer season. 

At the present time adding to the books already in the library 
the 106 from Mrs. Kimball and the more than five hundred from 
the O. J. Lewis estate we have now rising nine thousand vol- 
umes, the yearly addition since we occupied the new library 
being about three hundred volumes a year and with an in- 
creased income which must be expended for books we find our 
stock room will soon be overcrowded and some means must be 
devised for more room for books, therefore we feel that we 
must ask from the town about the same appropriation as last 
vear although we are having a fine income from the generous 
donation from our loyal friend and we must say townsmen, the 
Hon. David A. Gregg, to whom we give thus publicly our most 
appreciative thanks for not onlv this but all other favors he has 
conferred upon the town of which he said in reply to a ques- 
tion, “Why he didn’t remember Nashua.” ‘Although I made 
my money here { made my friends in Wilton.” Although it may 
be a little late we wish to extend our thanks to Mrs. C. H. 
Burns for the gift of the rebellion war records, 126 volumes, and 
also the gift of a fine addition to our fund for books. 

Although we may get criticism without asking, yet it is said 
that a man’s enemies are his best friends to develop the best 
that there is in him and while the library has no enemies we 
trust that all its friends will be critics and not hesitate to 
say so when they see a chance to make it brighter, bigger and 
better.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Members of Wilton School District: 

We believe that the schools of Wilton are in first rate con- 
dition and that we have been fortunate in securing the services 
of excellent teachers. It seemed better to reopen the Cente? 
School, which had for several years been closed, rather than to 
provide transportation for a number of young pupils. 

‘The children in the southeast corner of the town have been 
sent to the Shedd school, which is nearby Milford, and the ex- 
pense of the school divided pro rata between Milford and Wil- 
ton. Thereby each town has been at less expense than would 
have been necessary to convey pupils. 

Although it seems like an economic waste to maintain sev- 
eral schools for an aggregate number of pupils no greater than 
might be taught by a single teacher, it has not yet been mani- 
fest, under our geographical conditions, how to combine with- 
out undue expense for transportation. 

Attention was called in last year’s report to the inadequate 
room for the High School. The congested condition still pre- 
vailed and we were compelled to so rearrange the seats in the 
main room as to put in another row of seats and desks. This 
seems to work Satisfactorily. After many efforts in various di- 
rections, the Board succeeded in forming a supervisory district 
with Hancock, Harrisville and Marlboro, N. H., upon the basis 
that the superintendent’s time and salary payment should be 
divided between the several towns in proportion to the number 
ef teachers employed. Under this plan Wilton has two-fifths 
of the superintendent’s working time and hears a like portion 
of the half of his salary not met by the state. 

Soon after organizing, the District elected for superintendent 
Mr. Carl Cotton, who had been serving Hancock, Harrisville and 
Marlboro. Late in the summer, however, Mr. Cotton resigned 
and Mr. Frank M. Rich was chosen. Mr. Rich is a man of wide 
experience and will, we hope, render the District excellent ser- 
vice. 

For a number of years past one teacher has been employed ag 
High School assistant and music teacher for the grades, that is, 
she has had charge of the music in all the schools and the reg- 
ular teachers have worked under her direction. This year, as 
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our High School is so much larger, it seemed necessary, in 
order to cover the work laid out in the state course of study, 
that we should have the services of three teachers instead of 
two with the addition of some time given by the music teacher. 
Therefore we dispensed with a music supervisor. However, we 
feel that our schools have made satisfactory progress in this 
very important subject. Mr. Rich, our superintendent, has had 
special training along this line and he has introduced the 
Weaver system of singing into the grades. Under his direction 
our pupils have improved wonderfully in individual singing and 
sight reading. Miss Edwards, assistant in the High School, has 
charge of the music in the First Grammar Grade. In selecting 
teachers in the outside districts great care was used to choose 
teachers who understood music and could teach it, so we feel 
that progress is being made along this line. 
Drawing is also taught under the direction of Mr. Rich.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the School Committee of the Town of 
Wilton: 


The following report of the work of the Superintendent of 
Schools is respectfully submitted for your consideration. 


Superintendent’s Visits. 

Under the present arrangement, two days a week of the su- 
perintendent’s time is spent in Wilton. As a rule, I have vis- 
ited the town buildings and the outside schools on alternate 
weeks, making half day visits in the rural schools and quarter 
day visits in town. This enables me to visit all. but one of the 
cutlying schools and all the graded schools once in two weeks. 

At recent visits, I have made use of the following inspection 
blank. A copy may be interesting to the general public as show- 
ing the points we emphasize and hope to improve in the work 
of the schools, and the many features that enter into success- 
ful management that might escape the notice of a casual ob- 
server. Most of our teachers keep plan books containing the 
topics and assignments for each day; all save the written work 
of the pupils from one visit to the next and so, not only the 
work goes on while the visitor is present, but practically all 
the work of the school is always open to inspection.

Work With Teachers. 

A number of teachers’ meetings have been held, but the in- 
convenience caused in getting the teachers together from a 
distance and the loss of time occasioned by the meetings do not 
seem to warrant us in holding many. Instead of this I have 
printed in typewritten form the material that I wished to pre- 
sent and distributed it so that it is permanently available for 
study and reference. A forty-page booklet on School Manage- 
ment and one of forty-eight pages on Hnglish have been finished 
Others are in preparation. 


School Work. 

Drawing and music are on the same basis at present as the 
other branches—that is to say we have no supervisor. In draw- 
ing we are attempting to follow the State outline with such 
help as we can gather from drawing books. Doubtless a better 
showing could be made if we had a special supervisor for this 
department, but there is no question that there are other lines 
in which the need is far more pressing. 

To put the music on a more systematic basis we have pro- 
vided the teachers with manuals and teachers’ editions of the 
New Education Music Course—the course that has been in the 
schools for some time—and we hope, before long, to have the 
work definitely following this method. The Weaver Individua! 
Sight Singing slips have been introduced through all the grades, 
and so far as learning to read independently at sight is con-— 
cerned, the progress is steady. In actual ability to interpret 
music the schools are all very much below grade, for a large 
majority at the beginning of the year were helpless with any- 
thing except what they had heard over and over again. 

I have tested most of the voices in the high school. Many 
are of excellent quality, but only a few are able to read even 
the simplest exercises at sight. To attempt part singing with 
music of high school grade under these conditions is like taking 
up Shakspere with a class just out of the primer. They can 
get only what little they can learn by heart. The only way to 
put the high school music on a solid foundation is to follow the 
plan prescribed in the State Program—select those who are 
not up to the work and teach them the rudiments, so that in 
time all the singers in the chorus can follow their own parts 
by note, 


The most important subject in school and the oné in which 
the work of all grades—high and primary—is most noticeably 
weak is the oral and written English. Our best efforts can not’ 
be turned to better advantage than in giving our pupils’a wide — 
acquaintance with the best material and in furnishing a course ~ 
of training that has a reasonable chance of enabling them to 
express themselves orally and in writing with some degree of 
skill and correctness. ce 

New introductions. 

Besides the Weaver system of music reading in the grades, a ~ 
course in musical appreciation in the high school and a general 
course in English, the following new features have been intro _ 
duced this year: . 

(1) The Thompson drill sheets—a series of about forty 
different sets of papers containing the essentials of arithmetic, 
language, grammar, etc., in a form that enables us to teach the 
fundamentals of these subjects with all possible thoroughness 
and rapidity. # 

(2) The so-called “Good Management’. word and number ~ 
builders, a form of seat work with which the smaller pupils*can 
do brisk, effective work in arithmetic and language by them- 
selves when they are not reciting. 

(3) The use of daily dictation instead of simple Ke ines 
the grades. ; : 

(4) A certain method of teaching the facts of addition so 
that pupils do not have a tendency to acquire the counting 
habit, which is one of the greatest hindrances to rapid, accurate 
number work later. “a 

(5) The introduction of much new reading material in the ° 
lower grades. Reading is the foundation for all the other sub- 
jects, and the best progress is made in reading a large amount ” 
ol comparatively easy material. ; 

(6) Some new material for lower grade geography work. 

(7) The use of rural school buildings for evening Reltces c 
of an educational nature: i 

Recommendations. 

On account of the short time that I have been connected with | 
your schools as superintendent, the accomplishments of the past 
are perhaps less important than plans and recommendations for” 
the future. = 

One of the most pressing needs in the outside schools is for- 
a schedule of work especially adapted to the requirements of 
country conditions, The State Program of Study, which we fol- 
low, outlines admirably the ground that should be covered in 
an eight-year course, but no teacher should attempt to carry 
cn eight separate classes in all subjects or even in any one ‘of

them, - Some combination is necessary. But such combination 
should not be left to the hasty judgment of a new teacher. 
Each, child has a right to a well arranged program of work, pro- 
vided with adequate drill and review, of course, but stripped of 
needless repetition. 

A plan that combines all these advantages is the one used in 
many western states. It divides the work of the grammar 
course into five, instead of cight or nine divisions, correspond- 
ing, in a way, to the old first, second, third, fourth and fifth 
reader classes. it allows two years on each division except the 
first and last, making eight years’ work in all. The two halves 
ef each of these intermediate divisions are so planned that they 
are equal in difficulty but different in content, and so either 
year’s work in a given division could be taken up first. For 
_example, 1 the reading of the second and third years of the course 
would be from second readers. One set would be taken one 
x ear, another set the next. It would not matter particularly which 
was . studied first. ‘The same would be true of the other text- 
_books.. in practice, one school would have the books for one- 
half of the work, a neighboring school the rest. At the end of 
the year the schools would change books. Pupils who were 
ready to go on would be promoted to harder books. The others 
would remain and study the same grade of material but from 
entirely different texts. This plan could be easily arranged 
at very little expense and would make the course of the country 
child as steady and definite as the course in the graded school. 

Another recommendation that I should like to bring to your 
attention is for a school especially adapted to the needs of pu 
pils who are obliged to contribute to their own support or to. 
learn a trade. A school could be established in Wilton that 
would give a very practical course especially adapted to the 

needs of the working man or woman and so arranged that a 
pupil could come one week and stay out the next without losing 
any of the work. In this way two persons could work at the 
Same job, one working while the other went to school. The 
constant variety would tend to make the work in both places 
more efficient... The teacher would simply need to repeat one 
week’s work to the new class on the following week 

Such a plan would meet the needs of a large part of our pop- 
ulation who now have ouly the option of spending all their time 
in school or making a complete break and going into business 
There are many wage earners who should be continuing their 
course in school and preparing themselves for increasing suc- 
cess. There are perhaps a good many in school who need the 
character training that-comes with doing a little honest work 
in the world. This plan combines both, 
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Other recommendations that I would make are as follows: 

The purchase of a large number of miscellaneous supplemen- 
tary reading material—one book of a kind—as recommended in 
the State Program, to be used for seat work, and borrowed and 
taken home at night. Pupils can do much to help themselves 
in this important subject, if we only provide them with enough 
of the right kind of material. 

The adoption of a spelling book in all grades that will pro 
vide a course in daily dictation. The Spalding and Miller and 
a number of other recent spellers meet this requirement, 

The use of certain improvements in the outside closets. 

The use of a ventilated stove jacket in rural buildings, which 
will heip to heat ali parts of the schcolroom alike and bring in 
fresh air in a safe and comiortable way. 

The adoption of a sliding scale of salaries for teachers so that 
a progressive teacher of growing preparation and _ efficiency 
could hope for some increase in her reward without being 
cbliged to leave the district and take a position elsewhere. 

I take this opportunity of assuring the committee and others 
of my appreciation of the courtesy and good will that they have 
taken some pains to show.

To the School Board of Wilton, N. H.: 

I herewith present my report of my services as truant officer 
for the year ending Feb. 15, 1913.
